Go North, Y oung Man! 
It may be that some natural law of compensation works in these things! 
Just at a time when Western Canada was beginning to accustom itself 

to the new viewpoint that it cannot grow wheat to its heart's content, along 


comes a new realization of its potentialities in another direction that fans 
the flame of its optimism. 


The realization is, of course, that in the great pre-Cambrian areas 
Sweeping northwest from the Ontario-Manitoba boundary lies wealth of 
mineral resources which, of itself, is sufficient to guarantee a great and 
glorious future for this western country. Development which began in the 
rock formations of Ontario and which later spread through the same struc- 
tures in Central and Northern Manitoba, shortly will become manifest in 
Northern Saskatchewan. This eventually will compensate the prairie re- 
gions for the apparently finite glory of their wheat fields, 


Youth has suffered as result of economic depression in these western 
Provinces due to scarcity of employment and the narrow field. of oppor- 
tunity open to them in a period of financial stringency and industrial stag- 
mation. Many have been unable to secure a foothold, and have now reached 
adulthood without attaining that independence without which the term is 
barren and comfortless. They feel circumstances over which they had no 
control, and concerning which they had no voice, have robbed them of a 
birthright—and they are looking to the political leaders for assurance their 
claims are not being ignored. It is occupation they seek, opportunity to 
take their place in the full, responsible citizenship of the country. 

While agriculture will remain the great source of income of the prairie 
provinces, it is obvious that, under present world conditions, opportunities 
for youth in the path their pioneer fathers trod are singularly limited in 
Bcope and variety. Obviously then, the salvation lies elsewhere. Oppor- 
tunities must be created—and created not only for the rising generation 
now clamoring for its place in the sun, but created also for a future influx 
of new population which is essential to the attainment of a balanced eco- 
nomic structure upon which future development of these provinces depends, 

Immigration, at the moment, is an unpopular topic—and rightly so. 
Yet wider home markets must be created not only for the produce of the 
prairie farms, not only for consumers’ goods from the industrial east, but 
@lso for the products of those countries of the world prepared to absorb our 
surplus agricultural production. Sooner or later, then, the problem of im- 
migration must be tackled systematically and courageously. It will be nec- 
essary, therefore, to make intensive preparations that our own youth and 
our new neighbors may find employment and thus be enabled to contribute 
their share to the country’s development, ; 


Obviously, the one alternative to agriculture upon which Saskatchewan | — 


(particularly) has depended in the past, is a parallel development of other 
great primary resources of which the potentialities already are known, 

Saskatchewan (and we speak of Saskatchewan particularly because 
there the problem is acutest) has abundant depbsits of lignite coal, com- 
mercial clays, sodium sulphate and other non-metallic minerals throughout 
its prairie lands, Oil and gas, which have proved so valuable to Alberta, is 
being avidly sought in different sections of the province, But away to the 
northland lies this great pre-Cambrian shield, world’s greatest storehouse 
of previous metals, Its resource too are being tapped by prospector’'s pick 
and by diamond drill. Surely the rock formation from which Ontario is 
reaping plentiful harvest, surely the veins which have helped pilot Mani- 
toba through the difficult years, can be exploited to Saskatchewan's ad- 
vantage and made to yield their just proportion to the economic life of the 
province! 

These thoughts are inspired by a recent statement relative to the Flin 
Flon mine which straddles the northern Saskatchewan-Manitoba boundary, 
There, an investment of $20,000,000 is producing an annual income of $7,- 
000,000 and maintaining a community of some 4,500 persons, The major 
portion of the Flin Flon ore body rests in Saskatchewan, and it is only a 
matter of time when similar development must ensue in the confines of the 
latter province. 

Reports from the Saskatchewan hinterland indicate abundance of min- 
eral resources, and that they have not yet been brought into commercial pro- 
duction is nothing new in the history of mining. Even the great Flin Flon, 
discovered in 1915, remained undeveloped for a space of ten years there- 
after, but, once the complexities of its ore were unravelled, development 
came quickly. 

While agriculture has languished, mineral production in Canada has con- 
tinued to advance.

Grim Battle For Life 


Eskitinos Marooned On Ice Floe For 
Month Before Being Rescued 


Trapped on an ice floe in Amund- 
Sen gulf while attempting to cross 
the 150-mile stretch from their 
native village on the southern shore 
of Banks island to the mainland, half 
a@ dozen Eskimos fought a grim bat- 
tle for life’early this winter as they 
drifted up and down the gulf for a 
while month before they were finally 
able to land, when almost starved, 
at the Peace Point post on the Arctic 
coastline, 

The story of the near tragedy was 
brought down from the Arctic by 
Patsy, Andrew and Jorgen Klengen- 
berg and their partner, J. P. Lyth- 
goe, who operates a string of three 
trading posts on Victoria and King 
William islands in the Arctic ocean. 
The four traders arrived in Edmon- 
ton on their way to Vancouver for 
a brief holiday before returning to 
their posts on the ice-locked islands 
which are the northern-most points 
upon which human beings, either 
native or white, live, 

The three Klengenberg hrothers, 
sons Of the famous Capt. Charles 
Klengenberg, pioneer navigator and 
fur trader in the Arctic, who died in 
the summer of 1931 at Vancouver, 
were born in the Arctic and have 
been operating their father’s string 
of trading posts. With the excep- 
tion of their school days spent at 
Vancouver and brief visits ‘‘outside” 
every few years, they have spent 
their lives in the Arctic. 

Lythgoe, their young friend and 
partner, went north with them for 
the first time from Vancouver three 
years ago,

Only Six Are Left 
Flint Knappers Carry On Trade In 
Small Suffolk Town 

The natives of West Africa and 
the East Indies have to rely upon 
the small Suffolk town of Brandon 
to supply them with flints for firing 
their old-fashioned rifles. Brandon 
is the only place in the world where 
flint knapping is still carried on. 
The six knappers, only remaining | 
representatives of the craft, can be 
seen at work in little wooden sheds, 
probably on the same spot where 
thousands of years ago Ancient Bri- 
tons knapped the flints into sling 
stones, arrow, spear and axe heads. 
Flint-knapping entails three distinct 
processes. First the rough flints as 
dug from nearby pits, are quartered; 
next they are flaked into six-inch 
strips and then cut into the desired 
shape. The flints are knapped into 
four sizes for fitting into the locks 
of muskets, carbines, horse pistols 
and pocket pistols. They are ship- 
ped in barrels of 5,000.

Humaritarian Efforts Changing Liv- 
ing Conditions For Many 


We are living in a world of seem- 
ing chaos and with human greed still 
operating as a barrier to sogial jus- 
tice. At the same time, hardly a 
day passes without some new bright 
spot in the picture. 

Those who may claim that the 
world ig making no headway from 
the humanitarian point of view might 
contemplate the latest news touch- 
ing Britain’s grappling with her 
slum problem. The National Gov- 
ernment is speeding up its ‘“‘five- 
year-plan’’ for ridding the whole 
country of its slums. Nearly 1,500 
local clearance schemes have been 
approved for England and Wales, 
and under them a slum population of 
1,187,000 will be re-housed. An ad- 
ditional 288 schemes are being con- 
sidered, and it is figured that when 
the five-year-plan has run its course 
800,000 replacement houses will have 
been constructed, to house the pres- 
ent slum population of 1,250,000. 
The whole scheme is involving a 
capital outlay of at least $575,000,- 
000, and the government is paying 
over half the cost. Says the des- 
patch on the subject: ‘‘The five-year- 
plan represents the most sweeping 
slum clearance scheme ever under- 
taken in Britain. By the time it is 
completed, according to government 
experts, the century-old slum prob- 
lem will have ceased to exist.” It 
{s figured, too, that carrying out of 
the scheme will provide work for 
110,000 persons. 

President Roosevelt of the United 
States is also credited with plans for 
@ great slum clearance program, 

The fact is we are steadily pro- 
gressing, even if results may be pain- 
fully slow and there are many bar- 
riers to the forward march.—Regina 
Leader-Post.

If tales Indians told Senor Vir- 
ginio Pessione are exact, Fawcett 
may be alive still, teaching Indians 
English and playing with half-breed 
grandchildren in the wold country of 
the upper Rio Xingu, in northern 
Matto Grosso. 

Senor Pessione, a mineralogist, and 
dealer in tropical woods, says he 
believes the story, told him by two 
Indians of the Anahuqua tribe, who 
also related that Fawcett’s son mar- 
ried an Indian gir] and is the father 
of two blue-eyed children. 

Pessione, in Sao Paulo after sev- 
eral long trips in northern Matto 
Grosso, asserted that he himself saw, 
in two places, trees with a large 
“F” carved on the trunks, along the 
Rio Culuene, long associated with 
various Fawcett stories, 

More than a dozen authentic and 
spurious expeditions have sought 
Fawcett in the last several years, but 
nothing definite has been uncovered. 
Many claimed to have found traces 
of the Englishman and his son,

For three years) 
he was factor of Rampart House on 
the Porcupine River in the Yukon, 
almost within sight of the Arctic 
Ocean, Then he was transferred to 
Fort McPherson, N.W.T., where he 
spent almost 50 years trading with 
Eskimos and northern Indians,

Other natives warned Mr. Hodg- 
son. He fought and beat off the 
Eskimo who attempted to slay him. 
The new chief fied. Later he came | 
back to apologize. 

The old trader feels confident he 
was the first white man to hear of | 
the Klondyke. Indians told him of 
it, but he was a trader, not a pros- 
pector. In 1875 he saw indications 
of oil near Fort Norman. 

Two years after he went into the 
north country, Hodgson married 
Jean Taylor, daughter of the factor 
at Fort Norman. He walked 302 
miles on snowshoes from Fort Simp- 
son for the wedding. 

In 1927 ‘“Joe’’ retired and has since 
lived in Prince Albert. 


Rich Source For Petroleum 


Deposits In Northern Alberta Are Of 
Immense Value 


The bituminous sand deposits of 
Northern Alberta should be regarded 
as an important potential source of 
petroleum products, states a recently 
published report by the Canadian 
Government Department of Mines. 

An area not less than 1,500 square 
miles is underlaid with these de- 
posits, the oil content of which is 
estimated to be sufficient to meet 
the requirements of Canada and also 
the United States for over 100 years. 
Technically and economically the 
problem associated with the success- 
ful commercial development of the 
deposits is many-sided. Mining costs 
would not be excessively high, as 
open cut methods could be utilized 
to a large extent. Small scale tests 
on the distillation and refining of 
the separated hitumen have been 
fairly successful, but no commercial 
tests have as yet been attempted. 
| The three prairie provinces—Mani- 
| toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta— 
would likely be the main outlet for 
the derived products, and in fact the 
chances of developing the deposits 
on a commercial scale hinges largely 
on the extent of the growth in the 
consumption of oil and its products 
in these provinces,
